Soldier Settlement Board. 


The prospective settler perusing thia 


article will doubtless. observe that suit 
able Dominion owned lands available 
near the railways offer very limited 
scope for land settlement by returned 
soldiers, It was early found by the 
Board that the supply of such land 
would fall short of sufficient to satis_ 
fy the requirements of prospective ap- 
plicants, The minister of the Interior 
has had, therefore, under preparation 
a Bill for presentation to Parliament | 
at the coming session enabling the! 
soldier Gettlement Board to aquire 
form lands within sdttlement districts 
and to secure stock and implements for 
re-sale on specially favourable: terms 
to returned soldier settlers, 


Owing to the emergency incident to 


t»e granting tio the enemy of the -ex- 


isting armistice which produced. a sud_ 
den and seemingly final cessation of 
actual warfare, and rendered possible 
the now ‘rapidly proceeding return and 
demobilization of the Canadian forces 
many members of which desire to take 


up farming as: their permanent voca- 
tion, and the determination of the Goy- 
ernment to assist in ithe icivil rehabili- 
tation ef these men, the Order in Coun_ 
cil mentioned above was passed, which 
embodies the essential features’ of the 
proposed legislation, thus enabling the 
Board-to take steps in tthe required dir- 
ection in advance .of ‘the proposed 
enactment by Parliament. 

Under this order the ‘‘settler’’ who 
necessary farming qualifica- 
fions and-has been approved by the 
Agricultural Qualification Committee 
for the province, may select agricul- 
tural land anywhere’ within ~ such 
province, and if the land so selected 
can be secured at reasonable cost, and 
is deemed to be such as will enable 
him to proper application to earn for 
himself a living thereon and pay for 
it, the purchase may be made through 
the assistance of the Board, The sett_ 
ler will be required at the time of sale 
to pay in cash ten per cent ‘of the pur- 
chase price, but if lit is so desired the 
entire payment may be made at this 
time. Under’ the Order in Council not 
more than four thousand five hund- 
red dollars may be left -outstanding 
and owing to the Board by the sett- 
ler at the time of sale. Provision is, 
however, made to cover cases of men 
who may mot be able to pay ten per 
cent, but who have had particularly 
successful farming experience in Can_ 
ada and who are othenwise so quali- 
fied and equippe’? as ‘to specially fit 
them as furmers, In -these cases the 
whole or part of the: initial’ ten per. 
cent payment may be dispensed with, 
and consequently a balance may be 
left owing by the “setitler’ wp to five 
thousand doMars. The interest on the 
balance owing tis five per cent, and all 
is to be repayable on the amortiza- 
tion plan in not more than twenty- 
five annual instalments. The balance 
or any part therof may be paid by the 
“settler” at any time. Not more than 
three hundred and twenty acres may 
be sold to any settler, 


‘Authority is also granted. to ithe 
Board to aquire and re_sell at cost to 
any such-gettler live stock and equip- 
ment to a value not exceeding two 
thousand: dollars, :

Cow we 


In no line of agricultural work in 
Canada is thére greater opportunity 
to increase production than there is in 
the improvement in dairy herds. The 
average yield of milk per cow in Can- 
ada is 4300 pounds per annum, com- 
pare that with the individual records 
of over 25,000 pounds of milk per year, 
and herd records averaging over 10,- 
000 pounds for each cow and the great 
possibility of improvement are at once 
apparent. The keeping of herd re_ 
cords, commonly known as cow testing 
is the safest and siirest basis for that 
intelligent breeding and _ eelection, 
which with proper feeding results in 
an improvement of production, that 
make the difference in the general av- 
erage yield. and those which are at ‘the 
top. Various plaws-thave been tried 
since the work started in 1904 for pro- 
moting and extending the work of keep 
ing herd records, resulting fimally in 
1917 in the operating of 35 record cen- 
tres, The average yield of milk per 
cow in all Canada has’ increased 30 
per cent sinice ‘the work first started. 

Dairy products was greater by at 
least $50,000,000 in 1917 than it would 
have ‘been had there been no improye- 
ment or increase in herds, since 1904. 
Keeping records, breeding and feed- 
ing, are inseperably linked together 
as. the prime factor of building up a 
dairy herd no one can tell how much 
milk and fat a cow produces unless the 
milk is weighed ‘and tested. If the 
owner does not know-how much milk 
and fat a cow. produces, he cannot ttell 
whiich cows are the best to raise heif- 
er calyes from or how to feed them 
properly. With the figures in black 
and white before ‘him to work on in 
building up a dairy herd he. knows 
which cows to keep and breed from; he 
knows which to sell for beef if. they 
are not up to the standard as milkers, 
or the ones for which he can demand a 
higher price if desirable to sell( and 
he will be able to avoid waste and ex- 
pensive feeding on cows that have 
not the necessary capacity to gtve in- 
‘creased yields for increated rations, 

The Dominion dairy department are 
now establishing testing stations all 
over Canada,

PIONEER KANSAN DEAD AT 104 


The Times is in receipt of an item 
referring to the death of a former Can_ 
adian but for some time one of the 
oldest citizens of,Kansas, He was 
‘for years a resident of Baldwin City, 
Kansas, the home of Charles Holiday, 
who sent us the item. : 

Anthur W. Webster was born in. 
Nova Scotia in 1815 and: died at his 


home in Baldwin, Kansas, February 21]. 


1919 :at.the age of,104 years and eight 
days. He left Nova Scotia for Naw 
York state in 1845 thence to Illinois 
in the fifties locating in Baldwin along 
side the famous old Santa Fee trail 
in 1857-where tie built and equipped a 
blacksmith shop|and for a number of 
years shod the horse and ox teams of 
the early pioneers as they wended their 
way from Old Westport on the Mis- 
souri River, now Kansas City, out into 
the new west. 

It has been the custom of the Bald- 
win people for several years now to 
celebrate the birthday:of the patriarch 
by a community party and the presen- 
tation of a purse containing a dollar 
for eaich year ‘of his life. It seems 
rather remarkable ‘that this man who 
has been a lively. and respected mem_ 
ber of his town until mow was indeed 
too: old a man td.be_a soldier at the 
beginning of the Civil War in the Uni- 
ted States,

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LESSON FOR MA MARCH 16—THE 
CITIES OF REFUGE 


1, The Need of the Citics of Re- 
fuge (10:1-3). ; 

Justice everywhere cried..“An eye 
for an eye,” “A tooth for a tooth,” 
“Blood for bloou, and the avenger 
of blood was charged with, the’ duty 
of satisfying this cry. While Justice 
should not be aHowed to miscarry it 
is most important that there be 
mercy shown. Sometimes just men, 
forget to be mefciful. In order that 
the innocent be*protectéd and mercy 
shown to the unfortunate and yet 
justice be done the cities of refuge 
authorized.. It was not a 
scheme by which the criminal was 
screened from justice, but a provision 
whereby the innocent was protected. 

2. Regulations Touching the Cities 
of Refuge (20:4-6). 

1, The right’ of entrance not to be 
denied (v. 4). It was obligatory upon 
the rulers of the city to admit upon 
demand the one who fled hither, 
pending a trial which would disclose 
the fact as to whether the crime had 
been intentional or not. 


2. The secutity of the one’who en- 
tered the city (v. 5). The -rulers of 
‘the city did not dare to deliver the 
man slayer to the avenger of blood 
for punishment: until a fair trial had 
been given; neither could the aven- 
ger ¢ross over the threshold of ‘the 
city to touch a hair of the one who 
had taken refuge in it. 

3. The right of fair trial (v. 6). 
This provision of mercy made it’ so 
that the refugee could be safe avhile 
careful investigation was made as. to 
Whether he had killed “unwittingly” 
or by wicked purpose. If it should be 
proved that -the man was guilty of 
murder he was delivered over by the 
authorities to. the avenger of blood 
that justice might be done. 

4. The innocent slayer must. re-. 
main in the city (v. 6). Evén though 
the trial should exonerate him. from 
re- 
;main in the city in order to be saved. 
So grave is the act. of taking a human 
life that even the innocent man-was 
obliged to be separated from __his* 
home and friends at least until the 
death of the high priest, This de- 
privation enforced the obligation to 
shield life. , 

3. The. Appointment or the Cities 
of Refuge (20:7-9). . ‘ 

1, On the west side of + Jordan (v. 
7). (1) Kedesh in Naphtali on 
pRort hie. (2). Shechem in Mt. Ephraim 
in’ the centre; (3) Hebron in the 
south. . . 

2, On the east side. ot) yordan (vy. 
onthe 
north; (2) Ramoth-Gilead’ in Gad in 
the centre; (3) Bezer in Reuben in 
the south. In this‘distribution there 
'was a place of safety accessible to 
all. These citiés were not only ‘in 
reach, but good roads, well marked, 
led’ to them so-that the refugee 
|might reach a place of safety before 
| being overtaken (Deut. 19). 

This beautifilly illustrates the re- 
| fuge which sinner has in Christ: (1) 
It’s necessity. Since by accident or 
poe purpose men did kill; in order 
to be saved from. the avenger thése 
cities of necessity were appointed. All 
have sinned and are exposed to the 
wrath of God, therefore if any be 
saved a place: of safety must be pro- 
vided in Christ. (2). This provision 
was*by divine appointment. “Of him 
are ye in Christ Jesus.” (1 Cor. 1:30). 
(3) The cities were accessible to all, 
They were So distributed that wihrere- 
ever the “tinfortiinate circumstance 
should occlir the slayer could flee to 
the city before being — overtaken. 
Christ is_not far off. The Bible 
shows what great effort God makes 
to save ‘Men. (4) The one who fled 
to the city was secure. The avenger 
did not dare cross over the threshold 
of thejcity. Every one who is in 
Christ is secure. No.one can lay any- 
thing*'to the chafge of God’s elect. 
(5) ‘The individual must flee to - the 
city.

Edmonton, Alta. — Some interest- 
ing figures have been €ompiled by 
John T. Stirling, chief inspector of 
mines for Alberta, showing the output 
of coal in the province during the 
past year and showing its relation to 
that produced in all Canada.
